FEMA aid available 


Federal disaster aid was made avail- 
able last Friday, Oct. 25, for Essex 
County following President Clinton’s 
major disaster declaration due to dam- 
age from extreme weather conditions 
and flooding which occurred Oct. 20. 

Federal Emergency Management 
agency Director James Lee Witt said 
the president ordered the assistance 
after the agency reported that approxi- 
mately 3,200 homes were damaged to 
some degree from the record rainfall 
and 70-mile-per-hour winds that pelted 
the area. 

Mr. Witt designated the following 
Massachusetts counties eligible for 
additional federal assistance to affect- 
ed residents and business owners: 
Essex, Middlesex, Norfolk, Plymouth 
and Suffolk counties. These counties 
were already receiving limited federal 
assistance through an emergency dec- 
laration issued Oct. 23 by President 
Clinton which authorized funding for 
temporary housing, debris removal 
and emergency services. 

The assistance coordinated by 
FEMA can include grants for serious 
disaster-related needs, low-interest 
loans to cover uninsured private and 
business property losses and other 
relief programs to help individuals 
and families recover from the effects of 
the disaster. 

Mr. Witt added that local govern- 
ments in all five designated counties 
are eligible to apply for funding on a 
cost-share basis for approved projects

Train-whistle ban 
exemptions OK’d 


U.S. Senator John F. Kerry’s amend- 
ment to allow 27 Massachusetts com- 
munities, including Andover, to main- 
tain the ban on train whistles, based 
on local impact and safety records, 
passed the Senate recently as part of 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
Reauthorization Act. 

This modification of the Depart- 
ment of Transportation whistle-ban 
rule will allow the secretary of trans- 
portation to exempt communities 
where the ban has not led to an 
increased safety risk for residents. 

The amendment provides direction 
on how to implement the train-whistle 
law in a more rational and flexible 
manner. 

Without the amendment, communi- 
ties without complex grade-crossing 
safety facilities would have to lift their 
train whistle bans in November 1996, 
which would negatively affect the 
quality of life, or make costly grade 
crossing improvements.

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Who is Denise 
Parsons supporting?

The night of the primary election, Denise 
Parsons came to Barry Finegold’s victory 
party, slapped a Finegold sticker on her lapel 
and stood hand-in-hand with Mr. Finegold 
who said “Our team just got bigger.” 

But Ms. Parsons, who lost to Mr. Finegold 
in the Democratic primary, indicates she 
didn’t mean to imply she was supporting Mr. 
Finegold. 

“I think what I really did was I pledged 
support to the Democratic Party and their 
supporters,” said Ms. Parsons, Tuesday. 

That Ms. Parsons is not actively support- 
ing Mr. Finegold has become a side-story to 
the state representative race between Mr. 
Finegold and James Fox. Both campaigns 
have taken an interest in her decision. 

At a League of Women Voters debate Oct. 
17, in fact, a member of Mr. Finegold’s cam- 
paign team asked Ms. Parsons, “Next time 
you run, will it be as a Democrat or a Repub- 
lican?” 

Ms. Parsons said to a reporter, “Why 
would she ask that?” 

One reason may be because friends and 
acquaintances of the Parsons family are 
receiving cards asking them to vote from Mr. 
Fox. The cards are signed by Michael Par- 
sons, Denise’s husband, but Ms. Parsons said 
she did drop the cards off at the Fox house- 
hold for her husband. 

Ms. Parsons said she is not actively work- 
ing on either the Finegold or Fox campaign, 
although individual Parsons supporters may 
be working on either one. 

“T’ve really been basically working on the 
Kerry campaign, the Clinton campaign,” 
said Ms. Parsons. “I haven’t really been 
involved (in the state rep. race) other than as 
a very interested (observer). 

“Michael is supporting Jim,” she said. “My 
husband is 200 percent behind the Foxes.” 

For her part, Ms. Parsons doesn’t want to 
burn any bridges with the Democrats who 
supported her during the primary in case 
she decides to run for an office again. 

“T am not endorsing Jim Fox. I can’t 
endorse a Republican agenda because I’m a 
Democrat,” she said. “I’m pretty neutral and 
I don’t want to get caught in the fray.”

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Local storyteller celebrates Halloween everyday

agdalen Cantwell knows all 
Mite: Halloween, and she 
should. It is how she makes 
her living. 

She started Tales from the Tree of 
Life, her storytelling business, after 
moving here from her native Ireland. 
She was born in Wexford where tradi- 
tional Irish myths and legends were 
told to her by her mother, her great 
aunt and their friends, but mostly her 
great aunt, with whom she spent 
school vacations and summers. There 
she learned most of the stories she tells 
today. Irish stories. Those that trace 
their roots to Halloween. 


Fado, fado — Gaelic for “a long time 
ago” — Halloween was the feast day of 
Samhain, the Celtic or Druid Lord of the 
Dead. The ghost myths began on the 
night before Nov. 1, their New Year. 

On this night it was believed that all 
the souls who had died in the previous 
year, returned. They came in the form of 
goblins and fairies, some thought to be 
the ancient souls of kings and heroes. 
They gathered so that Samhain, Lord of 
the Dead, could judge them and decide 
in which form they could start the New 
Year — animal or human. This entire 
Celtic ritual was decided around one 
giant fire, the only one allowed to 
remain lit when the new year began. 

This fire was on the Hill of Tara 
where the king lived. Sometime before 
midnight all the Irish peasants extin- 
guished their fires and gathered on the 
hill. During this time of darkness, it 
was thought that the spirits of the dead 
returned. The Celts would sit around 
the fire and tell modern-day “ghost sto- 
ries.” When they were through, and 
the souls were thought to be judged, 
they could relight the village fires from 
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They came in the form of goblins and fairies, some 
thought to be the ancient souls of kings and heroes. 
They gathered so that Samhain, Lord of the Dead, 


could judge them and decide in which form they 


could start the New Year — 


the king’s for the new year. 

This ritual continued until the 
eighth century, when Pope Gregory III 
declared Nov. 1 All Saints Day. 
Although its earliest observance is 
unknown, the name Halloween is a 
Christian term for All Hallows Eve. 
This intermingling of pagan and Chris- 
tian beliefs is how Halloween began. 


And Halloween is how Ms. 
Cantwell’s storytelling began. Back in 
Wexford, at her great-aunt’s house, she 
would sit in the backyard under a giant 
umbrella tree and listen to these great 
Irish stories. The yard and tree she saw 
as “a stage for the characters to come 
alive... It was a whole atmosphere 
made for storytelling.” 

From the image of the tree she took 
the name for her business, Tales from 
the Tree of Life. The image she uses is 
of a weaving tree, and she compares it 
to a lot of life. 

“The tree,” she explains, “is your 
cosmos or center. The roots make up a 
whole life being, the winding branches 
who you meet in life, and the fruit is 
what you search for and hopefully find. 
Sort of like the golden apple.” 

This search for the golden apple is 
what brought her here to Andover. 

Ms. Cantwell began traveling 
around the world collecting stories in 
the 1970’s. She especially liked the New 
Zealand Maori stories and those from 
Africa. She found them rich in tradi- 
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animal or human. 


tion like those from her own country. 
She eventually settled in California, 
but after a few frustrating years there, 
moved to Watertown to work with 
inner-city kids in Boston. Soon after, 
her rent increased and she decided to 
move to “the country.” She found a his- 
toric house here on Main Street, and 
Andover has been home ever since. 
That was more than 10 years ago. 

Since then, Ms. Cantwell has earned 
two degrees from Boston College, and 
teaches special education. And of 
course, she tells the legends and stories 
of Ireland. Since her main audience is 
children, she likes to keep the themes 
universal. Sometimes this means 
changing the ending. Her stories tend 
to be moralistic rather than violent. 
Think of Beauty and the Beast if the 
beast died in the end. Her American 
audience wouldn’t have this. She 
knows this because she asks them. Ms. 
Cantwell believes in talking to kids 
and asking what they like. 

This was the case with Oscar 
Wilde’s Selfish Giant, a favorite among 
her listeners. She describes it as “A 
wonderful tale, with a violent theme,” 
so she did a little rearranging. 

“How we understand stories 
depends on our beliefs,” Ms. Cantwell 
explains. 

She wants people to hear “the beau- 
ty of words,” and thinks kids “want to 
read, hear and tell stories. It helps chil- 
dren as a valuable teaching tool. It 
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Storyteller Magdalen Cantwell 


helps them to integrate info, pull ideas 
together from science and social stud- 
ies along with myths and legends. They 
can organize info for their own writ- 
ing, and create structure for retelling.” 

This is the core behind her business. 

“To tell, or share stories is what I 
love to do,” says Ms. Cantwell. “Every- 
one has a story, and I’d like the chil- 
dren to listen to mine, go away, and tell 
their own.” 

Retelling sometimes includes chang- 
ing and adapting. The celebration of 
Halloween has changed a lot since 
ancient Celtic times. Like Halloween 
and the Tree of Life, Ms. Cantwell’s sto- 
ries continue to grow and change all 
the time.

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SHED putting building 
blocks in place for PA

The Shawsheen Extended Day 
program has begun trying to 
raise the $400,000 needed to build 
their new facility on the Phillips 
Academy campus. 

SHED workers hope to break 
ground on the new facility in the 
spring and open its doors by 
September, 1997. 

Currently, SHED is running a 
fund-raising campaign that tar- 
gets program alumni while also 
finalizing a bank loan, said Syd- 
ney Bialo, SHED administrator. 
After Thanksgiving, SHED offi- 
Cials will seek grants from foun- 
dations and area corporations, 
she said. 

“We’re going ahead with the 
project and we’re hoping to have 
it (the $400,000) all together by 
April. That’s when we hope to 
have all the money in hand,” 
said Ms. Bialo. 

“The architects have pretty 
much finished the drawings and 
we’ve had another site review 
with the Phillips Board of 
Trustees” who gave SHED the 
go-ahead, she said. 

In the meantime, trees slated 
to come down on the site of the 
future SHED building and 
grounds, near the intersection of 
Phillips and Abbot streets, have 
been tagged with yellow ribbons.

The most recent plans for the 
new facility are displayed at the 
North Boston Korean Church, 
244 Lowell Street, which is the 
current location of the Kid’s 
Club program. Ms. Bialo said 
those interested in seeing the 
plans are welcome to visit. 

SHED is the term used to 
describe the SHED kindergarten 
and Kid’s Club elementary- 
school before- and after-school 
programs. During the mid-1990s, 
these programs have operated 
out of several different locations, 
but SHED and Phillips Academy 
Officials have worked out a deal 
that may keep the SHED pro- 
grams on the Phillips campus for 
the next 10 to 20 years.

Shawsheen School hosted 
writing specialist Mary Ellen 
Giacobbe during the week of 
Oct. 7 for a four-day workshop 
on teaching writing skills to 
children. According to Shaw- 
sheen Principal Terry Mur- 
phy, Ms. Giacobbe is a national- 
ly recognized authority in this 
field.

Voters approve $1.5M for open space, a van for kids 


Trash K will be set fee 
for 10 years

Voters at Special Town Meeting last 
week did what some say is the best way 
to control residential growth - they 
approved $1.5 million to buy open 
space in town. Residents at the meeting 
last Wednesday, Oct. 23, also approved 
$20,000 to study growth-control mea- 
sures. 

A total of 947 residents were at the 
meeting at its peak, but fewer than 300 
were still there at the end of the nearly 
five-hour long session when it 
adjourned at 11:45 p.m. 

Voters also approved: 

* $28,000 to buy a 15-passenger van for the 
town's youth services; 

* Allowing military veterans who have worked 
at least 10 years for the town to add up to four 
years of service to their retirement package; 

* Amending the town’s trash contract to pay 
a set fee for the remaining 10 years of the 20- 
year contract, but restricted selectmen from 
extending the contract for an additional 10 
years; 

* Requiring a member of the School Commit- 
tee be included on any future school building 
committee; 

* Accepting a land easement on Jenkins 
Road; 

* Accepting Colonial Drive as a town street. 
Voters rejected: 

° A bid to allow assisted living facilities in res- 
identially zoned areas, 


* A request to rebuild sidewalks on Maple 
Avenue; 

* A proposal to complete paving Colonial 
Drive. 
Articles withdrawn included: 

¢ A proposal to extend the town’s sewer sys- 
tem into the Sunset Rock Road area; 

° Three Planning Board petitions for zoning 
changes intended to create more spacious lots; 

* A private article that would have allowed 
athletic clubs in mixed use zones. 


That said, what does it all mean? 


Conservation money 

The Conservation Commission will 
add the $1. 5 million bonding appropri- 
ation approved last week to $1 million 
approved last April and approximately 
$.5 million unexpended from a previ- 
ous authorization for a total of roughly 
$3 million. It will use just over $2 mil- 
lion to buy land already under agree- 
ment. ; 

That land includes the 42.5-acre 
Deloury property abutting the Gold- 
smith Woodlands conservation land on 
Fosters Pond. That 42.5 acres has 1,500 
feet of frontage on the pond. The pur- 
chase price is $700,000. 

It also includes two of the three sec- 
tions of the 105-acre Jenkins Estate off 
Sunset Rock Road, possibly including 
the rock after which the road is named. 
The 73 acres will be a combination of 
purchase and gift, with a cost to the 
town of $1.35 million. The remaining 28 
acres of the Jenkins Estate will be 


developed into as many as 19 house 
lots. 

“These parcels will form large, use- 
able spaces of open space in the town,” 
said Jerry Bird, ConsCom member pre- 
senting the article. 

A portion of the roughly $1 million 
remaining may be used to chip in with 
other conservation groups to buy part 
of the Champy property off Haverhill 
Street near Den Rock Park. 


Trash 

The meeting did just what was 
expected regarding trash, that is, a 
approve the amended 10-year contract 
for trash disposal. What received more 
attention on this issue, however, was a 
presentation by Steve Crowley, fifth- 
grade teacher at South Elementary 
School. 

Mr. Crowley tried to amend the pro- 
posal on the basis that the trash-to- 
energy plant in North Andover repre- 
sents a threat to the health and well- 
being of his students and everyone in 
Andover and the surrounding commu- 
nities. The amendment asked that the 
town immediately seek legal means to 
terminate the contract. 

Mr. Crowley said attention deficit 
disorder in his students has been on 
the rise and suggested that the cause is 
dioxin being put out by the incinera- 
tor. Mr. Crowley’s amendment effort 
ultimately failed, but not before it 
sparked some lively discussion and left 


many unanswered questions. 

Mr. Crowley said the plant produces 
670 grams of dioxin a year, and “we’re 
in the shadow of the incinerator.” He 
questioned an engineering study that 
found higher than acceptable readings 
for three different chemicals, including 
dioxin, being emitted from the plant at 
times during the last eight years. 

An engineer from the firm of Camp 
Dresser & McKee explained that the 
dioxin readings were “close” to “allow- 
able ambient levels,” that they were 
old and that they were from a “hot 
zone,” an area about 500 yards from the 
incinerator likely to have the highest 
levels of emissions. 

But Charles Medler, of Chestnut 
Street, challenged the. methodology 
used in the study. He asked if the 
engineers actually took readings at a 
number of locations, including areas 
in Andover, to determine the areas of 
highest concentrations, or if they just 
used a model to decide the location of 
the highest level of dispersion and 
only studied that area. When told by 
the engineer that it was the latter, 
Mr. Medler replied, “That's not real 
data.” 

Mr. Crowley told residents he has 
the data to back up his allegations, and 
welcomed anyone interested in review- 
ing it to contact him. He said he had a 
responsibility to his students to 
address the. issue.

Citizens for Limited Taxation, Mr. Fox 
asked Mr. Finegold what Mr. Finegold 
would be able to accomplish as a fresh- 
man representative in a party known 
for spending tax money. 

Mr. Finegold said during his time as 
an Andover selectman he’s proven 
himself “to be someone who asks the 
questions” about how the government 
is spending people’s tax dollars. 

“My interests are the people of 
Andover and Lawrence. I’m going to 
vote the way the people of Andover and 
Lawrence want me to vote and not nec- 
essarily what my party says,” said Mr. 
Finegold. “I’m going to be the indepen- 
dent voice for both the people of 
Andover and Lawrence.” 

Mr. Finegold then asked Mr. Fox 
what he would do, if elected, to 
improve Lawrence neighborhoods. Mr. 
Finegold said he favors expanding 
community policing and the state’s 
community home-buyers program. 

“Well, what I would do to improve 
the neighborhoods in Lawrence would 
be to try to give them more money to 
spend on their budgets” by reducing 
taxes, said Mr. Fox. 

“To me, while safety is an issue, it is 
not the most importa’ . (issue). I know 
that paying taxes and paying you car 
insurance and having your streets 
clean and neat and trying to support 
the people who are working hard is 
very important.” 

Mr. Finegold said he favors expand- 
ing the state’s community home-buy- 
ers program because absentee land- 
lords and decaying houses that are 
unoccupied by the owner are a big 
problem in Lawrence. Mr. Finegold 
said home ownership can improve 
areas of the city because ownership 
“breeds responsibility and breeds 
pride in the neighborhoods.” 

When asked by Mr. Fox, who said 
he’s personally pro-life, what kind of 
abortions he supports, Mr. Finegold 
responded briefly that he’s pro-choice. 
He did not discuss his stand on specific 
methods of abortion. 

Senior issues 

During the campaign, Mr. Fox and 
Mr. Finegold have both tried to gain 
the vote of seniors, with Mr. Fox say- 
ing during an earlier debate “I’m very 
pro-senior.” 

Mr. Fox, who’s against Andover’s 
senior voucher program and wants to 
cut taxes, was asked what specific pro- 
grams for senior citizens he would sup- 
port with state money. He then 
explained why he was against the 
senior voucher program, a program 
that allows seniors to earn a $500 tax 
credit for doing 100 hours of volunteer 
work. 

“T think everyone, whether you’re a 
senior or an individual, should not 
have special incentives to do volunteer 
work. We all should do it because of 
what’s within ourselves,” said Mr. Fox.

After selecting candidates for the 
10 available positions, voters will 
need to flip over their ballot for a 
question on hunting laws. The ballot 
question asks voters if they want to 
prohibit the use of certain traps for 
fur-bearing mammals, outlaw certain 
bear- and bobcat-hunting methods, 
and eradicate some restrictions 
regarding who can be a member of 
the Fisheries and Wildlife Board. 

Polls will open Tuesday at 7 a.m. 
and close at 8 p.m. There will be two 
polling places. 

Precincts 1, 3 and 8 will vote at the 
Andover Senior Center on Whittier 
Court. Precincts 2, 4, 5, 6 and 7 will 
vote in Andover High School’s new 
gymnasium off Shawsheen Road. 

The new gym is located on the far 
left side of the school and has an 
entrance on the side of the building. 
There is parking for 150 cars in the 
lot next to the new gym. 

A shuttle bus will run between the 
two polling places from 8:05 a.m.

state wouidn’t need to eliminate any 
programs.

could be made more accessible for 
those on bicycles, on foot and using the 
Shuttle bus, Ms. Pustell’s ideas on the 
downtown paths were part recent pre- 
sentations she made to the League here 
and in North Andover. 

She shared some of those ideas with 
the Townsman. 


On foot 

One way to help those on foot would 
be to create more shortcuts in the 
downtown, and to make paths that 
already exist more friendly and invit- 
ing, according to Ms. Pustell. 

Improvements that could be 
hiade include: 

* The cut-through from the parking 
lot of the Earthfood Store at 28 Chest- 
nut St. to Barnard Street should be 
marked as a usable pathway, especially 
from the Barnard Street end. Maybe 
something could be worked out with 
the landlord of the building where 
Andover Cab Co. is located to set space 
aside for a walkway through that 
driveway. 

* The cut-through from Park Street, 
next to Justin’s, to Post Office Avenue, 
between Cafe LaFortuna and Limoge 
Antiques, could be marked with signs, 
possibly the Community Paths logo, 
letting people know it is all right to 
use. And markings on the pavement 
would connect them and provide paths 
for people to follow. 

¢ The walkway from Main Street to 
Central Street beside the BayBank 
building needs to be marked more 
clearly so people know it’s there to use. 

Some of these shortcuts could also 
use lighting for night-time use. And 
signs or other markers might make 
them easier to identify and locate. 


One problem that would have to be 
dealt with is liability. Most of the exist- 
ing or potential short cuts in the down- 
town are on private proper- 
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thing that makes cars slow down and 
proceed more cautiously would be con- 
sidered a traffic-calming measure, she 


ty, and some are actually 
driveways that are shared 
with cars. But the town 
may be able to find a way to 
Satisfy the liability issues, 
and signs, pavement mark- 
ings and other changes 
may help accommodate 
pedestrians, Ms. Pustell 
said. These pathways have 
worked in other towns and 
there is no reason they 
can’t work here, she said. 

With shortcuts avail- 
able, people might not have 
to walk so far from store to store, and 
maybe they would be willing to park a 
little farther away. 


Wheeling around 

There should be more bike racks 
downtown for cyclists, Ms. Pustell said. 

There are racks now at the Olde 
Andover Village parking lot, by the 
gazebo in the Park, and a small one at 
the rear entrance to the library. 

“We need them by the front of the 
library,” Ms. Pustell said. “The old 
bike rack there was used a lot.” 

Several people still lock there bikes to 
the fence along North Main Street rather 
than use the rack in back, she said. 

She would also like to see a rack 
near Old Town Hall, and one in front of 
town offices. Bicyclists don’t like to 
hide their bikes in back of buildings, 
and she suggested putting racks where 
people will see them and use them. 

Another way to encourage more peo- 
ple to use bikes is through use of “traf- 
fic-calming,” Ms. Pustell said. Any- 


said. 
| Ms. Pustell attended a 
meeting on such measures 
in Cambridge recently, and 
one way discussed there to 
slow traffic was making 
travel lanes narrower. If 
motorists see a narrow 
lane they tend to slow 
down, Ms. Pustell said. 
Andover Street is current- 
ly being resurfaced and 
Ms. Pustell said she has 
talked to town officials 
J about making the new 

travel lanes narrower and 
providing a small bike lane outside the 
fog line. The bike and pedestrian lane 
could be marked with diamond-shaped 
symbols on the pavement. Similar pro- 
visions could be made on other roads 
leading into the downtown such as 
Elm, Park, Summer, Bartlet, Central 
and High streets, and Shawsheen Road. 


Shuttle buses 

The Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority provides service 
between the center of town and Bal- 
lardvale and Shawsheen via Routes 21 
and 22 respectively. The shuttle service 
costs 50 cents for seniors, students and 
disabled persons, and $1 for all others. 

“It could be more convenient. We 
could have more of them,” Ms. Pustell 
said of the shuttle bus service. “I do see 
people using it and it may be used an 
awful lot, but I think we should use 
that as one way of alleviating conges- 
tion downtown.”

Assisted Living 

The assisted living rezoning article 
was defeated by a number of factors, 
not the least of which was an effort by 
Marriott Corporation to coerce voters 
into approving it. Several people indi- 
cated they were offended by mailings 
and phone calls from Marriott repre- 
sentatives promising things such as aid 
for schools and money for a new senior 
center if they supported the article. 

Another was that, at least partly due 
to Marriott’s tactics, people couldn’t 
tell the article was not about Marriott 
and its proposal to build on land 
owned by The Lawrence Eagle-Tribune 
Realty Trust off Haverhill Street. The 
proposal, written by the Planning 
Board, addressed four types of elder 
housing — long-term care, assisted liv- 
ing, congregate care and independent 
living — throughout town. None of it 
mentioned the Marriott or any specific 
locations in town. 

While the proposal was spurred by 
Marriott’s threat to submit its own ver- 
sion of a rezoning article, it was not 
designed for Marriott, according to plan- 
ners. In fact, it included at least one part, 
the requirement for. 15. percent of units 


to be affordable housing units, that Mar- 
riott opposed. But it is true that, if 
approved, the article may have allowed 
Marriott to proceed with its plans for the 
Haverhill Street property. 

A final factor in the loss was the 
case of William and Alice Hart, whose 
land is surrounded by the land Mar- 
riott is proposing to build on. Mr. Hart, 
former principal at West Middle 
School, said he’s paid taxes on his land 
for 40 years, and that Marriott’s project 
would reduce the property’s value. 

The article, which needed a two- 
thirds vote, lost 464-291. It would have 
need 504 votes to pass. 


Growth articles 

The three growth articles that would 
have used wetlands, slope and setback 
requirements to create more spacious 
lots in new developments were with- 
drawn by selectmen after board mem- 
bers heard opposition to them during 
the week prior to the meeting. 

About 20 residents showed up at the 
Planning Board meeting Tuesday 
night, Oct. 22, and accused planners of 
trying to slip the articles through with- 
out much ‘notice; aceording to Stephen 
Colyer, ‘plannmg director. Three select: 


men, Jerry Silverman, Jim Barenboim 
and Bill Downs, also said they had each 
received several calls from residents 
opposed to the proposals, some of 
whom had land they were planning to 
subdivide, according to Mr. Silverman. 


Colonial Drive 

Though residents approved accept- 
ing Colonial Drive as a public street, 
they did not approve paying $40,000 for 
the improvements it needs before it 
can be laid out as such by selectmen. 
And according to Town Counsel Tom 
Urbelis, the town can’t legally accept 
the street until after it has been laid 
out by selectmen. 

In effect, Mr. Urbelis said after the 
meeting, what voters did was give 
Colonial Drive residents a moral victo- 
ry, albeit a hollow one.

Growing up in the ‘50s and 
‘60s with Bernice Warshaw

I returned recently from a 
long trip and learned that Ber- 
nice Warshaw had died. Think- 
ing of Bernice brings me back to 
the Andover I knew as a child in 
the ’50s and ’60s, before I moved 
to New York, West Africa, Latin 
America and finally New 
Orleans. 

I came to know Bernice 
through her daughter, a Shaw- 
sheen School kindergarten 
friend named Maggie — now Mar- 
garet Brill of Newton. That was 
in 1952, when girls walked to 
school in patent leather shoes 
and starched blouses. During 
those days, it seemed to me that 
most of the world was Anglo 
Saxon and Protestant. Even 
though my own Irish Catholic 
grandmother had grown up in 
Andover, I had recently arrived 
from Lawrence, and I sensed my 
difference with great curiosity. 

I gravitated toward a girl I 
perceived as a kindred spirit and 
also different, a Jewish girl. She 
invited me to dinner at her 
house on Carisbrook Street. 

Forty-four. years later, I 


remember my first time in that 
house. The furniture in the liv- 
ing room was modern, quite 
unlike the antiques my parents 
had. On the walls was something 
I had never seen before — origi- 
nal art with puzzling freeform 
shapes. Where were the repro- 
ductions of snowy New England 
landscapes?

Most of all I remember the 
dinner in the house on Caris- 
brook Street. They began that 
evening and continued for 
almost two decades, until I left 
the country after college. 

There was a long, gracious 
table in the Warshaw dining 
room, and every dinner was set 
as if it were a special occasion. I 
still remember some of the cos- 
mopolitan meals I ate there, like 
“Vietnamese Baked Chicken,” so 
unusual for Andover in the mid- 
century. Bernice always presid- 
ed over these events — the unflap- 
pable hostess dressed in a silk

Assisted-living bylaw 
should have made it 


Editor, Townsman: 

Debate was cut off at the Special Town 
Meeting before I, among several others, was 
able to express an opinion on the elderly 
housing zoning bylaw. 

I am privileged to be able to serve the citi- 
zens of Andover as a member of the Andover 
Planning Board and the Andover Counsel on 
Aging. Serving on both boards has given me 
a unique perspective on, not just the manner 
and means by which the bylaw was crafted, 
but also how it might have affected the peo- 
ple it would have served. 

The bylaw was initiated by the Planning 
Board because the Andover Master Plan 
specifically cited the need for affordable 
elderly housing. No one can dispute the fact 
that more Americans are getting older than 
at any time in our history, and the statistics 
for the town of Andover show that we are 
way ahead of the national and state aver- 
ages. All of this prompted the Planning 
Board to set out on a six-month-long mission 
to diligently craft a zoning amendment that 
would serve the needs of the elder citizens of 
Andover for decades into the future. 

The bylaw was not about the individual 
needs of an interested abutter to keep the 
value of his property high. With dozens of 
potential sites, the bylaw certainly was not 
about “spot zoning.” The bylaw was not 
about the Marriott who was simply an over 
zealous potential developer, eager to per- 
suade voters to vote “yes” on Article #4 so 
that they may some day submit their project 
proposal to the town. The article certainly 
was not about a selectman who didn’t like to 
get “junk mail” or telephone calls soliciting 
his vote. 

The article was simply about people. It 
was carefully crafted to meet the needs of the 
elderly. The affordability component was 
designed to give the needy elderly an oppor- 
tunity to “grow old in place” without having 
to leave the town that they lived in most of 
their lives. It also gave preferential choice to 
Andover residents and provided that the 15 
percent mandated affordable units be dis- 
persed throughout any proposed complex. 
The article was praised by both proponent 
and opponent us “a good article... one that 
serves the people.” 

So why did the article fail by a meager 39 
votes? I believe it was a combination of a 
somewhat “out-of-control” town meeting, a 
prematurely cut-off debate and a few 15- 
minute discussions completely off the sub- 
ject of the bylaw. The prematurely cut-off 
floor debate left several elders, a geriatric 
physician, a hospital administrator with no 
opportunity to speak, and this somewhat 
frustrated volunteer and his fellow board 
members with only hundreds of hours of 
public service and nothing to show for it.

For example, perhaps the staff 
of the Townsman did not know about 
ownership of the property of the pro- 
posed site. Given where we are today, I 
would ask two things of the Townsman: 
First, would you please explain the 
facts of the situation, and second, 
would you please describe the stan- 
dards and value you operate under as 
our local newspaper. 

Dioxin: I found the two sides dis- 
cussing dioxin levels in Andover to be 
very knowledgeable, but I feel that 
there needs to be more discussion on 
this. I realize that most people were sat- 
isfied by the presentation by the paid 
consultant from the trash disposal com- 
pany, but the two points of view were 
very clearly not reconciled. This is an 
important issue that should not be 
swept under the table. Dioxin is dan- 
gerous. I would like to see the Board of 
Selectmen have an open forum where 
this can be further discussed until the 
two points of view are reconciled. I 
would also like to see one of the pollu- 
tion tests done at the Andover/North 
Andover town line and another in 
downtown Andover. 

Growth: As my wife and I walked 
out of town meeting, I commented that 
if someone did want to stall the growth 
issue, the very best way was to vote to 
do a study. My personal perception is 
that the town of Andover is not being 
very responsive on this, and that more 
needs to be done - quickly. What I 


would like to see is that the planning 
department is asked to devote at least 
60 percent of their time on this issue. I 
would appreciate seeing monthly pre- 
sentations in the library, describing 
what the town will be like in 10 or 20 
years with 1 percent growth, 5 percent 
growth, 10 percent growth or 20 percent 
growth per year. I think that we should 
vote on a growth target at the spring 
Town Meeting and that the town 
employees then work to achieve those 
goals as best they can. Right now, I feel 
like we have the worst of all worlds 
with no idea how much growth we 
want, and constant surprises as to the 
impact of the growth that we have.

“If that’s the way it is, that’s the way 
it’s going to be,” she said with a thor- 
oughly dignified smile. She would nei- 
ther undercut my parents, nor imply 
she had the better way. Bernice simply 
lived her life, and was willing to share 
it. That made her one of the most 
grown-up grown-ups I’ve ever met. 

I remember when Thayer gave up 
his family car sales business to become 
a teacher. The project involved a year’s 
studies at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education. One of the stimuli 
toward this decision was the example 
of Bernice’s satisfaction from having 
returned to teaching two years earlier. 
Commonplace though it sounds today, 
this was a bold move in 1957, a time 
when a homemaker wife was consid- 
ered proof of her husband’s success as 
a breadwinner. Bernice established the 


first cooperative pre-school in the area. 

Bernice, herself an intellectual, did 
not dig in her heels. In fact, she rose to 
the occasion and got a job as a pre- 
school teacher, a career in which she 
soon distinguished herself. What I 
remember from that period is an 
unchanged household. The fabulous 
meals, the gracious table and the 
impeccably dressed hostess continued 
as before. 

Bernice’s work had doubled, so she 
sharpened her already impressive 
management skills. On weekends, 
batches of Vietnamese Chicken and 
Blackberry Tongue went into the freez- 
er. With the added demands on her 
time, there must have been moments 
when she frayed at least a little around 
the edges, but I never saw it. To me she 
was perfect. 

In 1992, Bernice and Thayer came to 
visit me, my husband and two children 
in New Orleans. It had been a long time 
since I’d seen my old mentors. By that 
time Bernice had weathered a car acci- 
dent that broke her hips and pelvis, 
requiring complete replacements. She 


had also developed severe arthritis. 
Nonetheless, she walked the six blocks 
from her hotel to my French Quarter 
home; and I can still see her standing 
at our door. Cane in hand, she was as 
elegantly dressed as ever, more regal, 
somehow, for all she had suffered. 
When I asked her if she was in much 
pain, she said, “Constant.” And 
laughed. “More important,” she said, 
“how are you?” 

As a working mother of nearly 14 
years now, I must admit I have never 
frozen a gourmet dinner in advance, 
and I rarely look like an empress at the 
end of a long day. But maybe some- 
time, among my children’s circle of 
friends, a little girl will leave my din- 
ner table feeling respected — fortunate 
to have spent an evening as an ambas- 
sador from another culture in my 
somewhat bohemian household. And if 
that happens, Bernice, I will owe it all 
to you.

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Cold weather tip: Keep 


your fuel system clean 


eview your car care check list. 
R vie getting ready to drive 

through winter weather, most 
of us will remember antifreeze, bat- 
tery, oil change and snow tires. But, 
what about that high precision fuel 
delivery system? The one where we’ve 
heard even microscopic particles of 
sediment or deposit can throw a 
wrench into the works. Maybe not. 

Winter starting is challenge 
enough without allowing a dirty fuel 
system in the mix: Low temperatures 
can cut your battery’s available power 
in half. Cold, thick, oil puts more drag 
on an already stiff engine. Chilled 
gasoline, especially reformulated 
gasoline required by anti-pollution 
regulations in many areas, doesn’t 
vaporize as readily for combustion. 

If your fuel injectors or carburetor 
jets, valves and combustion chambers 
are fouled with deposits, you might 
have three strikes against you when 
you turn the key some frigid morning. 
Auto clubs and service organizations 
report up to 80 percent of wintertime 
service calls are for cars that won't 
start. 

Stan Sprague, fuel and lubricants 
scientist with Slick 50 Technologies in 
Houston, Texas, notes modern fuel 
injected engines are at extra risk from 
deposits caused by gasoline and com- 
bustion. “Dirty injectors may stream 
the fuel instead of misting it or even 
become plugged,” Sprague says. 
“Deposit build-up on the intake valves 
and in the combustion chambers can 


cause trouble too,” he adds, “by actu- 
ally absorbing some of the fuel needed 
for starting.” 

Many auto professionals now rec- 
ommend regular use of an advanced 
technology fuel system formula, espe- 
cially during cold weather — even for 
motorists who use a detergent gaso- 
line. That’s because not all detergents 
and fuel additives are alike. “Some 
gasoline detergents and fuel injector 
additives create deposits on the valves 
or in the combustion chambers,” 
Sprague warns. These older detergent 
formulas also use an oil carrier which 
thickens in the cold and can cause 
valve sticking. 

New generation advanced deposit 
control chemistries can actually 
remove built-up deposits from all 
parts of the fuel system and keep them 
off for several thousand miles. They 
also have much better cold weather 
performance to help cold engines start 
easier and run smoother. Slick 50 Fuel 
System Formula was one of the first of 
the new technology products on the 
market. It is highly regarded and con- 
sidered one of the most powerful mod- 
ern cleaners available. 

You'll find a wide range of formula- 
tions, potencies and prices on the 
shelf. Many still use less expensive 
older technology from the 1950s that 
can cause deposits. As a rule of 
thumb, look for a reputable brand and 
expect to pay about ten dollars for ful-

ith highway speed limits 
WV increasing everywhere, you 
may be wondering how to 
coax faster performance out of your 
car that’s reared on low-grade gasoline 
and top speeds of 55 MPH.

James P. Holden has seen enough of 
Chrysler’s lean years that he can han- 
dle the current success with equanimi- 
ty — and good humor. He started with 
Ford in 1973, fresh out of Western 
Michigan University, left Ford in the 
lean year of 1981 to join Chrysler where 
business wasn’t lean — it was gaunt. 

Today, Holden is Chrysler’s execu- 
tive vice president for sales and mar- 
keting, and sales are booming right 
along. Tuesday, Holden ventured into 
Boston to tell the New England Motor 
Press Association just how good the 
current Chrysler boom is — and remi- 
nisce about the hard times past. 


Chrysler is succeeding on all fronts 
~— “doing it across the board,” Holden 
said. The company sold 2.4 million 
vehicles in 1995, making that the best 
year in Chrysler’s history. 

The luxury-car market has been 
somewhat weak and overcrowded — 
unless, said Holden, you consider that 
Chrysler has invented a new class of 
luxury vehicle, the Town & Country 
minivan. Chrysler sold 86,000 Town & 
Country vans in ’95, “loaded” models, 
Holden said, and they “eat into luxury 
cars.” 

When Chrysler bought the wreckage 
of American Motors from Renault, 
Jeep/Eagle sales hovered at 200,000; in 
95, Jeep/Eagle sold 524,000 vehicles, 
Holden said.

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Car talk from the pros 


on choosing 


Perhaps years ago, any shade-tree 
mechanic would do since vehicles were 
much simpler then. Today, however, 
the margin for error is less. So it makes 
sense to protect your automotive invest- 
ment through regular maintenance and 
service performed by professional auto- 
motive technicians. 

One increasingly popular measure of 
professionalism and competence is cer- 
tification by the nonprofit, independent 
National Institute for Automotive Ser- 
vice Excellence, better known as ASE. 

Consumers benefit from ASE’s certi- 
fication program since it eliminates 
some of the guesswork in finding a com- 
petent technician. 

Mechanics who pass at least one 
exam and fulfill the work experience 
requirement become certified. Those 
who pass a battery of exams become 
ASE-certified Master Technicians. All 
technicians must re-test every five

years to remain certified. 

ASE-certified technicians can be 
found at every type of repair facility: 
new car dealerships, independent 
garages, service stations, etc. There are 
about 375,000 ASE technicians at work 
nationally. 

Repair facilities employing ASE-cer- 
tified technicians usually display the 
distinctive blue and white ASE sign on 
the premises and post their technicians’ 
credentials in the customer service 
area. The technicians are issued pocket- 
sized credentials cards listing their 
exact areas of certification. 

Because ASE offers certification in 
all major areas of automotive repair 
and service (25 tests in all), officials 
with ASE remind consumers to ask the 
shop owner or service manager specifi- 
cally for a technician who is certified in 
the appropriate area, say, brakes or 
engine repair. 


Pollution-free vehicles 


fter more than two decades of 
A increasingly more stringent air 
quality regulations, nearly 100 
million Americans still live in areas 


that fall below federal clean-air stan- 
™ dards. Urban air pollution is a direct 


threat to public health, and the cost of 
treating the health effects of air pollu- 
tion are eroding the nation’s standard 
of living. The major source of this pol- 
lution is the automobile. 

But there is a technology that could 
reverse the erosion of our environment 
and standard of living — a device that 
is virtually pollution-free and two to 
three times more efficient than con- 
ventional combustion engines that 
power today’s automobiles. 

This technology is the fuel cell that 
converts hydrogen and oxygen directly 
into electricity to power tomorrow’s 
Supercar. The major by-products of 
this electrochemical reaction are heat 
and water. The fuel cell car would emit 
up to 90 percent less pollutants than 
gasoline-powered cars, run silently on 
a variety of fuels, and operate with 
greater range than battery-powered 
electric cars. 

As part of the U.S. Department of 
Energy’s (DOE) research program, the 
first fuel cell buses are already being 
road-tested. Test results demonstrate 
good performance emissions that are 


. 100 to 1,000 times less than the 1998 fed- 


eral clean bus standards. DOE 
researchers are working on the next 
generation of fuel cells for passenger 
cars as well as buses. 

A mere one percent of the annual 
global market for cars-— 450,000 vehi- 
cles — would mean $2 billion or more 
for manufacturers of fuel cell systems. 


The DOE estimates that a ten percent 
market penetration for fuel cell vehi- 
cles would create 100,000 jobs. Already, 
one in seven jobs in the U.S. is related 
to transportation. Fuel cell and fuel 
cell powered vehicles will clearly be an 
economic growth leader in the coming 
decades, creating or preserving hun- 
dreds of thousands of manufacturing 
jobs. 

Fuel cell cars will also improve our 
energy security because any hydrogen- 
rich material, including natural gas, 
petroleum distillates, liquid propane 
and gasified coal, can serve as a fuel 
source. Hydrogen can also be made 
from electrolysis of water by electrici- 
ty generated from solar and wind ener- 
gy or by gasification of biomass. Fuel 
cell cars operating on hydrogen made 
from renewable energy sources will be 
true zero-emission vehicles. 

Fuel cell technology has been used 
routinely by the U.S. space program to 
provide electricity for various space- 
craft, including the Space Shuttle. 
While the U.S. has the technology lead, 
fuel cells are attracting interest world- 
wide. More than 50 foreign companies 
are working on fuel cells, usually with 
strong support from their govern- 
ments. There are also many U.S. com- 
panies involved in fuel cell develop- 
ment. 

It is no longer a question of whether 
fuel cell vehicles will be developed, but 
by whom. To preserve our national 
economic interest in this technology, 
the U.S. must preserve its leadership in 
technology development. The country 
that develops fuel cell vehicles will 
hold the key to the next generation of 
transportation on our planet.

Like the guy who spent $7,000 on a 
car only to discover it had been bad- 
ly wrecked and had a bent frame. 
Hang around a used car lot on a 
Saturday afternoon and you’re 
bound to see them. Buyers who peer 
under hoods, rock front ends and 
kick tires. But what can such things 
really tell you about a used car? 


Shiny paint and deft body work 
can camouflage a whole litany of 
mishaps, from minor traffic acci- 
dents to full-scale wrecks. Some 
used cars have been stolen and still 
legally belong to someone else. Most 
importantly, how can you be sure 
the car you're considering is safe 
and sound? 


Here are some important safe- 
guards to employ when buying a 
used car. 


* Look for documentation. 

Used car dealers are legally obli- 
gated to post a document called the 
Buyer’s Guide. It tells you whether 
or not the car carries a warranty, 
and other important information 
about the vehicle. 


¢ Get it in writing. 

Don’t accept a dealer’s plea to 
trust him. If he makes promises of 
warranty or service, have him sign 
a contract. If he refuses, it should 
tell you volumes about his faith in 
his product. 


« Have a “background check” 
run on the vehicle. 

ViNguard Vehicle History Search 
is a low-cost consumer service from 
CCC Information Services that com- 
pares the Vehicle Identification 
Number (VIN) of the car you’ve 
selected to a vast database. The vehi- 
cle history report will reveal lots of 
information you need — any 
instances of collision, damage or 
theft that resulted in an insurance 
claim. 

A call to 1-800-332-4669 and a 
charge of $19.95 to your Visa or Mas- 
terCard gets you an immediate ver- 
bal report, with hard copy mailed or 
faxed immediately after. It can help 
you make a more informed pur- 
chase, or save you from a very cost- 
ly mistake. 


¢ Do your homework. 
Compare ads in the newspaper, 
and consult publications like Con- 


sumer Reports to learn about the car | 


you want. The Better Business 
Bureau and your local consumer 
protection office can tell you if com- 
plaints have been filed against the 
dealer. 


« Get a second opinion. 

Have the car inspected by an 
independent mechanic. If the dealer 
doesn’t agree to an inspection, be 
wary. 


¢ Be willing to walk away.

hen it comes to buying 
new tires, do you have to 
choose between perfor- 
mance and comfort? 

In the old days, shopping for tires 
meant choosing between summer and 
winter. Later, all-season and high-per- 
formance tires were added to the mix. 
- Tires have kept pace with the grow- 
ing specialization and sophistication 
of automobiles. 

Previously, engineers 
designed performance tires 
that featured tenacious 
cornering with quick and 
responsive handling for 
sports car enthusiasts, 
and tires for luxury cars 
that provided a plush, comfortable 
ride that cushioned the driver from 
discomforts of the road. 

Tne advent of the luxury perfor- 
‘dance vehicle such as BMW, Mer- 
cedes-Benz and Lexus, however, have 
helped create an entire segment 
known as touring tires, one of the 
fastest-growing segments in the tire 
industry.

- Look for a tire that

- Stiff sidewalls found in perfor- 
mance tires account for the quick 
steering response but diminish ride 
comfort. Touring tires should provide 
confident handling without intrusive 
driving discomforts. 

- A quality touring tire provides 
sure-footed traction in all conditions, 
along with long, even wear. 

- Most importantly, the automobile 
does not always dictate the type of tire 
that should be used. “Some cars work 
well with either a performance or 
touring tire,” Michalik said.

Myth: I don’t need to 
take my new car in for 
service until it’s been 
driven 100,000 miles.

It is 
true that you may not 
need spark plugs as 
often as you did in your 
old car, but today’s cars 
have many more systems, BP wine 
sensors and components . 
that may need service. Reg- 
ular service by your auto ‘ x 
technician is important, even fe! 
if your.car is running smoothly. 

Myth: I don’t need to have my 
brakes checked until they start to 
squeak. 

Reality: Squeaking is not the only 
indication that brakes need service. 
Brakes can be worn considerably or 
not operate properly due to other prob- 
lems, such as a stuck wheel cylinder, 
that do not cause squeaking. Have your 
brakes checked regularly. 


Myth: If I feel a slight vibration in 
my steering wheel, my car must have a 
wheel balance problem. 

Reality: If there is a vibration in the 
steering wheel when the car is idle, the 
vibration may be resulting from an 
engine problem. A steering wheel 
vibration occurring when the car is 

moving can stem from a 
bent wheel, a bad tire or 
poor wheel balance. If 
you feel vibration, 
have your technician 
look into all of these 
problems. 

Myth: The only 
filters I need to have 
changed in my car 
are the oil and air fil- 

ters. 

Reality: In addi- 
tion to oil and air fil- 
ters, it is also impor- 
tant to change fuel filters, especially 
in fuel-injected engines. More fuel 
passes through the filters in fuel-inject- 
ed engines, causing them to clog fre- 
quently. 

Myth: My car stalls at an intersec- 
tion, so it’s time for a tune-up. 

Reality: Stalling may result from 
problems with an idle speed control 
device, a vacuum leak or another fault 
which may not be addressed during 
standard maintenance. Have your tech- 


nician look into these problems if your 


car is stalling.
